Sometimes the 
Poiſon lies conceal'd ſome Months, tho 
Signs there were thereof even in the Coun- 
tenance; ſuch as Sadneſs, or Melancholy, 
Laſſitude, and pale Complexion. The firſt 
apparent Symptoms were fretting, or cha- 


fing of the Skin about the Pudenda, difficult 


of healing, or, if heal'd, quickly breaking 
out again. To theſe enſu d hard eruſty 


Puſtules about the Calvarium, or Scalp, \ 


like thoſe which in Children are call'd 


Achores; ſome dry, others moiſt, ſome li- 


vid, others whitiſh, others again of a citrine, 
others ſtill harder, and of a reddiſh Aſpect, 
diſcharging a ſtinking Mucus, theſe ulcer-

Theſe wel ſeated generally on the Arms |

Pains on the | 
membranous Parts, keeping the Patient 
awake all Night. There were ſome who | 
had theſe Puſtules without Pains others, | 
Pains and no Puſtules, altho' the greatet 6 
Part had both. In the mean Time, the 
Body languiſh'd and fell away, loſt Ap- 
petite, accompanied with Loſs of Sleep. 
| Sadneſs, Anger, and Peeviſhneſs, ſat upon 
his Brows, Liſtleſneſs to Action, the Face 
and Thighs were ſometimes bloated, as if 
with Wind, a light Fever attending; but 
theſe not common. In ſome the Head 
_ ach'd perpetually, without any Reſpite; 
nor would the ſame yield to any Remedies | 
Whatever. If Blood was drawn, the ſame 
appear'd entirely mucous, the Urine turbid, 
greaſy, diyuls'd, and of a Colour inclining 

I. Arnmropisiacus | 37 
to red: Whence alone, where there was no 
Fever, I have foretold many labouring 
with this Diſtemper. The Body was ge. 
nerally coſtive, hard, and dry IT altho* „ 
ſomewhat mucous. 

Theſe, ſaith he, were the LE 
at the firſt Approach of the Diſtemper 
among us; but, after twenty Years, .the 
Puſtules were leſs numerous, .and then we 
had more Gums than before. Theſe Puſ- 
tules, alſo, upon their breaking out, were 
drier, and more cruſty; and the Pains, 
when ſuch accompanied, ſtill more ſevere. 
Even within fix Years paſt, or at this pre- 
ſent Time, the Diſeaſe has varied; for we 
ſeldom ſee theſe Puſtules appearing, at leaſt 
not ſo frequently as before; the Pain's 
lighter, or ſcarce any at all; but the Gum- 
mineſs increaſes, and, that which is moſt 
ſurprizing, the Sick begin to ſhed their 
Hair, not only of their Heads, but of their 
Eyebrows and Beards; by which they are 
made ridiculous to the World; ſome ap- 
pearing with bald Pates, altho* young 
Men; others without any Eyebrows, and 
others, again, with ſmooth Chins, like 
Women, or Boys.

of ſuch Evacuation as is beſt ſuited for car- 
wing off the offending Humours. 

After providing againſt Accidents at- 
tending, he lays down ſome Rules by way 
of Preſervation, which may ſecure the Sick 
from the Hazard of a Relapſe, or any 
Symptom of the Diſtemper in futuro;
